THE COTTON-TIE DEBATE. 

Mr. Muldrow moved to exempt cotton ties 
from the duty of one and two tenth cents per 
pound imposed upon hoop-iron. In advocacy 
of hisamendment,Mr Muldrow took occasion 
to deny the statement made recently by Mr. 
McKinley, of Obio, that cotton-ties were solid 
as cotion, and read a letter from J. T. Moore, 
declaring that statement to be simply inex- 
cusable. The amendment was lost. Various 
other amendments reducing the rates of duty 
on this item were offered, and severally voted 
The moment the next clause, impos- 

duty of one and  four- 
tenths cents per pound on_ cotton-ties 
was reached, half a dozen members 
from the southerr states were on their feet, 
claiming recognition. Mr. Mackey, of South 
Carolina, was the fortunate one,and he moved 
to reduce the duty to 35 per cent ad valorem, 
He was as much in favor of a protective tariff 
as anv gentleman, but he did not believe that 
by increasing the duty on cotton ties the 
prosperity of the country would be promoted, 
(mn the contrary, it would’ throw 
a burden on the millions oO! 
laborers engaged in the production 
of cotton. The manufacturing of every cotton 
tie that was welded in the country Would not 
give employment to more than two hundred 
and fiity men, or thereabout, for six months 
in the vear. Certainly it could not be con- 
tended that for the purpose of giving this 
small number of men employment an injury 
should be done to the cotton laborers of the 
south.

MR. BLOUNT’S SPEECH, 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, said that an effort 
bad been made by gentiemen from Ohio, 
Rhode Island and Massachuéetts (McKinley, 
Chace and Crapo) to create an impression 
that while the farmer of the south paid from 
{to 5centsa pound for cotton ties, in the 
sale of bis cotton he was actually paid ten 
cents for them, thus receiving a bonus of 
about 5 cents from the manufacturer. He 
denied this, and queried wheiher it was 
natural that the sbrewd and _ intelligent 
business men of the east would 
buy cotfon ties” at the same prices 
they paid for cotton. The fact was the price 
of cotton was not fixed in this country, but 
in Liverpool, where the weight of ties and 
bagging were taken toaccountin determining 
the price. There was nothing for the souta 
in the pending bill bat burdens. There was 
not asingie item of protection for the labor of 
the south, which had to compete against the 
slave labor of Brazil and the fellah labor of 
Egypt. If congress bad any regard for south- 
ern labor, in the name of heaven let it alone 
in this little matter of cotton-ties, Pending 
action the committee rose, and at 5:30 the 
house took arecess until8p. m. In the even- 
ing session the house passed a large number 
of pension bills and adjourned at 10:10 p. m. 

THE POST ROUTE BILL 

Wasnincton, February 9.—In the senate, 
at the close of the morning session, Mr. Fer- 
ry moved to take up the post route bill. Mr. 
Morrill opposed the motion and it was lost, 


ayes 27, nays 33. The tariff bill was then 
taken up. ihe committee on commerce re- 
ported tavorably a bill to relieve ships and 


vessels from compulsory pilot fees. 
‘bis is a measure introduced by. Mr. Hale, 
amended so as to make its aplication univer- 
sal within the waters of the United States. It 
provides that ““noowner, agent, master orcon- 
signee of any ship or vessel shall be compelled 
to take. employ or pay a pilot not. volunta- 
rily ewployed on the entering or departing 
from any port or harbor, or the ermtering, 
passing through, or leaving any channel, 
passage or strait, within the watersof the 
United States.’ The committee on foreign 
relations reported favorably, with an amend- 
mend, the joint resolution providing for a 
termination of articles 18 to 25 inclusive and 
article 30, of the fisheries articles, of the 
treaty of Washington, at the earliest time 
cousistent with the provisions of the treaty. 
In presenting the report, Mr. Edmunds said he 
would call up the joint resolution as soon as 
he could, with due regard to other pressing 
public demands, To guard against misappre 
hension, he stated that the committee on for. 
eign regulations did not think it absolutely 
indispensable that the termination should be 
made by joint resolution. In his opinion it 
might be made by the president, but to avoid 
all possible question the committee wished to 
have the joint resolution passed if possibie. 
Mr. Hale from the committee on appropria- 
tions, reported the naval appropriation bill. 
in making the report he said that the com- 
mittee had struck out from the bill every 
particle of general legislation, and had put 
in none of its own, so that the bill as reported 
Was a clear appropriation bill, confined to 
providing for tne wants of the navy. The

GOODS IN BOND. 

Wasuinoton, February 9.—There has been 
some anxiety manifested by importers with 
reference to the adjustment of the time of 
payment of the duties upon goods in bond 
and the time the tariff bill shail become a 
law, provided it pass at all. It was urged 
that it would be an obvious discrimination 
against goods that might be in the warehouse 
at the time the bill should become a law, pro- 
vided they must pay the old dutyand go into 
the market in competition with merchandise 
brought in a few days later under the new 
rules. Importers need have no _  con- 
cern on this subject. Thereis an understand- 
ing upon both sides of the senate at least that 
an amendment shall be added to the bill pro- 
viding that the new duties shall apply upon 
the date when they go into effect to all goods 
in bond. It has been observed, therefore, 
that it would be profitable if a bill were to 
yass for importers to let such goods as they 
cave in bond remain, because. by so doing 
they would save the difference between the 
existing tariff and the reduced rates provided 
in the new list, since noreference will be had 
to the imports which was in existence at the 
time of purchase. Itis reported from New 
York that this class of questions which are 
arising naturally in the minds of importers is 
having the effect of checking foreign com- 
merce to a very great extent. 

LABOR INVESTIGATION, 

WasdINGTON, February 9.—The examina- 
tion of Robert D. Layton was continued be 
fore the senate committee on education and 
labor, on the different kinds of work in iron 
mills and the wages paid foreach. The iron- 
workers were paid better than coal-miners. 
The latter were compelled by the employer 
or operator, on penalty of discharge, to deal 
altogether ut ‘“‘pluck-me”’ stores, owned by 
the employer, and to pay higher _— 
for everything than they woul be 
obliged to pay elsewhere; they also had to 
buy all their tools, lamps, oil, powder, etc., 
out of their wages which averaged not more 
than $350 per year. At its last session the 
Pennsylvania legislature passed an act pro- 
hibiting ‘‘pluck me”’ stores, but some of the 
legal lights of that state bad made holes in it, 
and it was really inoperative. He said the 
co-operation plan of the order was the Rock- 
dale system of Engiand. A certain per cent 
of the profits was divided each quarter among 
the patrons of the store, not stockholders. 
Their most successful store of this kind was 
at Shawnee, Ohio. The Knights of Libor 
would like tosee a law passed prohibiting 
gambling by speculation in the necessaries of 
life, particularly in breadstuffs, and also a 
national eight-hour law, applied to all work- 
men not in the government employ.

BLAINE AS AN HISTORIAN. 


He is About to Pablish “Twenty Years of Congress.’ 
a History. 


WasHINGTON, February 8.—It is .earned 
here that Mr. Blaine has been forsome time 
past engaged in preparing a work of politica L 
history, under the title of ‘‘Twenty Years of 
Congress—froin Lincoln to Garfield. A 
history of national legislation, froim 1861 to 31, 

This is not to be in any sense a work of rem- 
iniscence, and Mr. Blaine bas told friends, 
with whom he has talked on the subject, that 
whenever it became necessary to allude to his 
own share in the events of this period, the al- 
lusion will be simply historical, and not per- 
sonal. In other words, whenever the auchor 
appears in the book it will beas ‘‘Mr, Blaine,” 
and not as “‘J.’’ It is expected that the book 
will make two octavo volumes, Thera will be 
an elaborate introduction, reviewing the 
causes which led to the political revolution of 
1860. The main work will probably be di- 
vided into two parts. First, the eight years 
of Liucoln’s and Johnson's administrations, 
dealing with the war, emancipation and re- 
construction; second, the twelve years of 
Grant’s and Hayes’s administrations, dealing 
with the southern state governments, the 
wrong upon the ballot-box, the enforcement 
acts, tif currency and railroad questions, the 
Alabama claims, annexation, civil service re- 
form, etc. 

The main portion of the book will of 
course have the aid of Mr. Blaine’s intimate 
personal knowledge of the men and events of 
the time which its treats. This will make its 
appearance an event of national interest, es- 
pecially as it is understood the history is to 
be a comprehensive one, and is not to be con- 
fined to any particular side or phase of the 
anti slavery conflict and the civil war, as has 
been the case with most of the histories writ- 
ten thus far. No one who remembers the 
discriminating and anylitical tone of the eu- 
logy on Garfield, though it was delivered un 
der circumstances that would have led most 
orators into profuse and unvarying eulogy, 
will need to be assured that Mr. Blaine’s book 
will be written in the spirit of the historian 
for the fature more than the present. 

Itisin the preparation of this book and 
other historical writings, which Mr. Blaine is 
said to be contemplating, that he finds it ne- 
cessary to reside in Washington, where he can 
have access not only toall the vast stores of 
documents in the congressional library, but 
to many original papers only to be found in 
the unprinted archives of the government. 
No time is assigned for the pub.ication of the 
book, but it is stated that it isto be brought 
out by the Henry Bill publishing company, 
of Norwich, Connecticut. 
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THE FATE OF THE TARIFF BILL, 


A Growing Helief that Its Pasnagc During the Session 
is Iimpracticabie.

Wasainoton, February 8.—The worst sign 
of scare on tue tariff among its friends. occur- 
red this morning in the senate,when Mr. Mor- 
rill begged for the pending bill. The smooth 
old gentleman is the father of the tariff under 
which we are now supporting this government, 


and is ambitious to become a grandfather by 


pushing through this second tariff bill. If 
the passage of a bill must be the work of this 
congress and not of the next, everything isin 
favor of the senate billin preference to that 
of the house or the commission bill. Bat the 
house has shown more stubbernness in the 
debates than the senate. As the revenue rais- 
ing body, itis naturally jealous of its prero 
gatives. Nearly every calculation of tariif 
legislation at this session | have heard is based 
on the assumption that a joint committee of 
conference will settle the differences between 
the two houses and adopt substantially the 
senate bill. But thatcan never be. Democrats 
are not going to worry themselves to right a 
quarrel between the republican majorities in 
either branch, especially since this great 
question will fall into their hands, if the mid- 
night stroke of the 4th of March falls upon 
incomplete tariff legislation. To show how 
full of shrewd political devices the republi- 
cans are, it may besaid that almost every 
night there are reports of some scheme to 
rush through the tariff bill in the house. 
Inder the existing five minutes rule the bill 
could be discussed a month longer than the 
session Will last, but the republicans do not 
hesitate to abrogate rules with a despotic 
sweep, when they stand in. their way. Afcer 
the confested elections ef last session no man 
can set a limit to the audacity of the rg pee 
Much depends on the speaker, and Keifer 
can be depended on for anything to serve his 
arty.

| The Child Bride ofa Weaithy Broker--Days of Nup- 


tial Happinese—Vhe Impending Shadow—The 
Truth Revealed that the Young Wife 
was a Negress—Suit for Divoree. 


Battimore, February 8.—One of the most 


‘ sensational and interesting divorce suits ever 


enacted on the legal stage in this country will, 
at an early day, engage the astuteand shining 
Blackstone talent of this city. The romantic 
details of this peculiar life drama will certain- 
ly cause the gossips, not only of this particu- 
lar locality, but of the entire United States, 
to wag their respective tongues with great 
velocity, and to roll their individual, eyes 
with earnest amazement. The story reads 
like a romance, but every word is as true as 
gold. 

Five years ago, among the “young bloods”’ 
of Baltimore there was~numbered a young 
gentleman, who, by a happy combination of 
art and nature, was entitled toa high seat m 
the arena of life. He was youthful, twenty- 


three years of age, handsome in face and 
stately and dignified in form. He was the 
happy possessor of $100,000, safely invested in 
registered United States bonds, bequeathed to 
him by an aged grandmother. the young 
man had a very aristocratic and wealthy 
mother, and she was extremely particular in 
reference to her son’s choice of a domestic 
partner for life. 

On a bright, frosty morning in the month 
or January, 1877, the young man entered a 
fashionable kid glove establishment on Lex- 
ington street, this city, for the purpose of 
purchasing a No. 7 lady’s kid glove, which 
was the size that snugly encased his small 
and finely formed hand.

She was avery light mulatto about the exact 
shade, as far as complexion went, of an ordi- 
nary cream puff, with a couple of tablespoon- 
fuls of ginger in i's culinary make-up. She 
was a most inordinate ganibler, seemed to be 
completely carried away by the passion of 
chance, and, while a constant and heavy 
loser, was never short for over a couple of 
hours ata time. She actually appeared to 
own a gold mine. Where she got her money 
no one knew, and she never toid, but she had 
it, and that wasall that was necessary for the 
particular business she was then engaged in. 

One fine day the young broker found him- 
self the proud father of a _ red _ haired, 
dimpled, boy. He then did not find so 
much fault with his wife for what he con- 
sidered her extravagant and useless expen- 
diture of money, and supreme content and 
unalloyed happiness* held high carnival 
within his castle walls.

Wheo the young wire refused to give the oid 
woman money she would threaten to write 
or tell the secret to the aristocratic mother-in- 
law. 

At last the wife, tired out and completely 
disheartened by the frequent demands on her 
purse by the old female gambler, absolutely 
refused to give her any more substantial 
wealth, never even dreaming for a moment 
that at that late day the old woman would 
carry her vile threat into execution. But, 


in an evil hour, the old female gam- 
bler did so, with the dire results 
stated. As the young wife refuses to give 


up her husband, and as her attorney, one of 
the leading lawyer of this city, deciares that 
under the peculiar circumstances of the case 
the marriage is legal, it is stated that the 
young broker, goaded on by his indignant 
mother, will institute a suite fora divorce at 
an early day. In appearance the unhappy 
wife resembles the average pretty American 
brunette, and no one not conversant with the 
facts as here given would suppose even fora 
moment, that she had a slight mixture of 
colored blood in her veins.

Mr. Blaine’s Distaste of the Match of His Daughter 
Well Founded, 

_ Wasnrnetoy, February 9.—The Blaine- 
Coppinger nuptials, though attended with 
gorgeous ceremonies and honored with the 
presence of the president, cabinet and su- 
preme court judges, have yet given rise to no 
end of comment, and to-night the busy 
tongue of gossip is hung in the middle. 
There are several incongruities in the match, 
which alone excite talk. The idea that the 
accomplished daughter of so great and rich a 
man as Mr. Blaine should want to marry 
a penniless and gray-headed army 
officer, with but a stained social position at 
best, @ person of obscure birth, of opposite 
religion, and a man who had been publicly 
prociaimed as the destroyer of one household 
at least is what pnzzles society. It is but 
justice.to Mr. Blaine to say that he opposed 
the match from the outset. He did it not 
only on account of disparity iu years and 
social position, but Coppinger’s record was 
nof.unknown to him. Coppingerjis nota 
West Pointer. He was appointed to the 
army through the power of an ultra-Irish in- 
fluence in New York,which was no guarantee 
or recognition of. anything but votes. Twelve 
or fifteen yearsago he was known asa kind 
of wild Irishman in the saloons and a gallant 
irishtman among the ladies. He was ordered 
to California in 1868, and it was there and 
then that the dashing colonel (he was a cap- 
tain in those days), achieved his great feat of 
sterming a householdand compelling a sur- 
render of its citadel. 

. Mr. Thomas 9M. Cash was then representa- 
tive in San Francisco of the New York Her- 
ald. He had a young, pretty and fascinating 
wife. Cash and his wife and Coppinger lived 
in thesame house. Cash’s newspaper duties 
kept“him out nights.

Mr. Cash, wi ha true news in- 
stinct made several columns of the mat er and 
wound up witha pathetic appeal for the pub- 
lic’s sympathy. ; 

_ Coppinger and the lady went to St. Louis. 
Cash reported his wife’s lover to the war de- 
partment, and the captain would, no dvubt, 
have been tried for ‘‘conduct unbecon.ing an 
Qfiicerand a gentleman” if ,Cash had not 
made such an ass of himself, The war de- 
partment could hardly afford to redress thé 
wrongs of a man who advertised himself broad- 
cast asacuckold. The only thing the army 
people did was to give Coppinger a hint to 
drop the lady and assign bim to other duty. 
Poor Cash, broken hearted and ruined, not to 
say jeered at, and losing his place on the 
Herald because of it, got into the emp!oy of 
the Central Pacific railway company, and 
when last heard of was aticket agent down 
in Arizona, 

The facts are all known, and in spite of the

OUR FOREIGN COMMERCE. 


Interesting Statistics Conecraing Our Experts and Im- 
porte Last Y ear. 

WasHincton, February 9.—Mr. Joseph 
Nimmo, Jr, chief of the bureau of statistics. 
has submitted to the secretary of the treasury 
a report in regard to the foreign commerce of 
the United States for the six months ended 
December 3lst, 1882. He says: Since July 
Ist, 1882, the beginning of the current fiscal 
year, there bas been a constantand latterly a 
somewhat rapid increase in the value of 
exporm from the United States. Dur- 
ing the month of December the value of such 
emports amounted to $92,860,435, or within a 
small fraction of $3.000,000 a day. This 
amount has only once before been exceeded 
in the history of the country. The value of 
the exports of merchandise during the six 
months ended December 31, 1882, exceeded 
the value of suchexports during the corres- 
ponding six months of the provious fiscal 
year, by $17,454,080, and the value of the 
imports of merchandise into the United 
States during the six months ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1882, exceeded the value of such ex- 
ports during the corresponding months 
of the preceding fiscai year by $28,- 
201,571. From August, 1877, to January, 1882, 
there was during each month, with a single 
exception, a considerable excess in the value 
of exports over thatof imports. From Feb- 
ruary to September, 1882, there was each 
month an excess in the

but again during the months of October, No- 
vember and December there was a considera- 
ble and rapidly increasing excess in the value 
of exports over that of imports of merchan- 
dise. It appears that the excess of the value 
of exports of merchandise over that of im- 
ports during the six months ending Decem 
ber 31, 1882, amounted to $54,572 222, as 
against an excess of $25,902,683 during the en- 
tire year ended June 30, 1882.

PHILADELPHIA, February 9.—Leo Hartmann, 
the Russian nihilist, who arrived in this city 
on Wednesday, in company with six other 
men, four of whom are known to be Russians, 
in an interview have spoken someWhat freely 
relative’ to the revolutionary movement in 
his country. He denied that the movement 
had been suppressed, and declared that the 
coronation of the czar would not take 
place on the 27th of May, as 
anticipated. The reason was that the latter 
could at present move from one point 
tou another in safety, was because each dis 
trict he passed through was umder complete 
poiice surveillance, and filled with spies. The 
nihilists had thus far permitted the czar to 
live simply because they had 
failed to reach him, Hartmann 
declines to go into details as to how the 
movement was conducted, saying that it was 
necessary to keep everything quiet, as his 
people were constantly under the eyes of 
spies. The horizon of western Europe was 
darkening and the hour for acflon was near 
at hand. Krapotkine was not really. the 
chief of the  nihilists, They had no 
personal chief, and recognized no leader. His 
action in the social movementin France was 
simply that of a representative of the Russian 
nihilists. When taey met to form a 
propaganda, the nililist headquarters were 


not in England, as has been stated, An 
executive committee composed of 
persons living in different sections 


existed, who met when necessary and then 
dispersed Their action was not binding. The 
organization existed in all: parts of Europe. 
Hartmann and his friends left for the south.

Davenport—An Enormous Yield-Grain Fields 
—Stock Feed—The Life of Royal Indepen- 
dcnee—" Monarch of ail He Surveye.” 


From the Greenesboro, Ga., Home Journal. 

The very time for a drive into the country 
were the early days of the present week. A 
portion of the Home Journal force thought so 
at least, and seated behind a pair of spanking 
poneys, with the sun brightly shining upon 
us and a gentle breeze blowing in our faces, 
we were rapidly bowled along over the red 
roads of Greene. Up hill and down hill we 
went; here tugging through ruts of mud; now 
dashing along overa sandy stretch; passing 
farm houses, half sheltered in groves of oak 
and pine; over creeks, lined with elder, 
where the sweet chirp of an early spring 
songster sounded a kind welcome to the 
long-hidden sun. A long drive we had of it. 
Fourteen good miles it was, and just as the 


sun grew red, and prepared for the rest of the 
coming night, wedrove into a broad road, 
andup a goodly hill. There we halted, just 
in tront of a large gate, which was opened by 
a young boy, and we drove into the yard of 
Mr. T. W. Powell, the largest 
STOCK BREEDER AND FARMER 

in Georgia. We alighted, and were met at 
the steps by Mr. Powell and his partner, Mr 
John Davenport. It wasa cordial greeting 
the two gentlemen gave us, and being seated 
on the front piazza engaged 1n Conversation, 
we shortly fel: at ease. Mr. Powell isa little 
above the medium height, broad shouldered, 
with keen gray eyes, and light brown hair, 
and an open, pleasant countenance, indica- 
tive of determination and energy. His man- 
ner is free and hearty, and in conversation he 
speaks rapidly and with energy, showing in 
every gesture the thorough man of business, 
His partner, Mr Davenport, is slenderly 
built,with black bhair,slightiy disposed to curl, 
speaks slower than Mr. Powell, and with a 
well modulated voice. Mr. Powell 1s appa- 
rently thirty years of age and Mr, Daverport 
not more than twenty-six. 

All this we observed as we were seated in 
the sitting room. A short time afterwards 
supper was announced. At this meal we met 
Mrs. Powell, a charming iady. The drive 
had whetted our appetite and we did justice 
to the abundant and substantial meal spreed 
before us. A few hours spent in conversation 
andwe retired, preparing ourselves by rest, 
for the morrow’s work of 

SEEING i HE FARM, 

A heavy fog bung over everything as we 
arose the next morning. It hid the hills to 
the right, and the stretch of level to the left. 
But we crawled into the air, and found 
ail a scene of busy life. Hogs squealing, dows 
lowing, horses neighing Mr. Powell -was 
strolling around, leisurely smoking a cigar, 
giving orders quickly and tuthe point. The 
hands had long been at work, and those we 
saw attended to the stock. 

Breakfast over, Mr. Powel’s buggy—drawn 
by a pair of high stepping, genuine thorough- 
breds—was driven up, and jumped in we 
were soon on the ruad across the fields. As 
we dashed along the reporter felt a little en- 
vious of the successsful man riding beside 
him. To the right, farther than the eye 
could reach, lay an open stretch of land; to 
the left of us, more land; in front of us more; 
and through the sodded earth the green 
shoots had started forth. 

‘‘Wheat,”’ said Mr. Powell. “I have here a 
very good stand. It will average me, I sup- 
pose, thirty bushels per acre, or the plot here 
9,000 bushels of wheat. ‘Three hundred acres 
in this plop.” 

fhe nonchalance with which Mr. Powell 
spoke of thousands of bushels of grain as if 
they were no more than single staiks utterly 
terrified the reporter. But we drove rapidly 
on and soon reached a hillside. There we 
halted. 

‘Quite a fine view,’’ remarked our compan- 
ion, 

Fine? We should say so. Fields every- 
where, For over in front of us lay the steep 
banks of the Oconee; the space one great sea 
of tilled land, cut bere andthere by creeks; 
out to the right they stretched, and just de- 
cernible on the leit were the outlines of a 
forest, the trees no bigger than whip-limbs. 
Four miles, our companion said. How love- 
ly it must be in early spring, when the green 
yrain covers these broad acres, the heads 
bending and waving with the breeze! We 
turned from the contemplation as Mr. Powell 
spoke. 

‘‘From here you have a view of a thousand 
acres. The ground out yonder,” pointing to 
the right, “is planted in oats; that is wheat 
yonder,’ the index finger looked straight 
ahead. “The ground we are on now—a p ot 
of four hundred acres—I shall put in cotten 
this year, lL had it in grain last.’ 

“You believe in alternating?’ 

“Well, yes. I donot think one kind of 
crop should be raised on the same land every 
year. The land will rot wear so fast. Now, 
there are certain properties in the ground 
which go to make cotton that are not requir 
ed in grain, and vice versa. By planting this 
year in cotton the ground can recuperate the 
properties consumed by the grain last year.”’ 

We were moving on. Mr. Powell peinted 
to some pieces of iron thatlay in the field, 
and said: ‘‘l had a fire there last year which 
came near destroying the entire 
grain crop of this field, It had 
wll been. cut and = stacked and a great 
portion hauled to this point to be thresned. 

We had knocked off for the afternoon, and 
there was nota soul around when from my 
nouse, (which you see commands a view of 
the entire plantation), | saw smoke. suspected 
fire, and railied my men. We found every- 
thing in flames, and we fought the fire for 
life. A half hour and all would have been 
gone,”’ 
His CROP LAST YEAR. 

While we were thinking of what that 
word *‘gone’’ meant, how many bushels of 
precious grain, how many dollars it signitied, 
we asked our companion what was his crop 
last vear. 

‘Don’t get it wrong, now,” he said, smiling. 
The reporter set the figures down, “I gath- 
ered 36,000 bushels of small grain and 10.00 
bushels of corn. I had 400 acres in smal! 
grain, that would have averaged fifty bushels 
per acre, but which I was unable to gather*® 
his would have-run it to 66000 bushels 
In addition to what I made niyseif, I had a 
number of croppers | worked on halves. My 
crop last year was 46,000 bushels of grain,’’ 

‘What was your yield of cotton?’ 

“I had none, individually, planted,” was 
the response; ‘“‘but my tenants cultivated 
some three hundred acres, and the vield from 
this was about 150 bales.”’ . 

“In all, Mr. Powell, how many acres bad 
you in small grain?’’ 

“We bad thirteen hundred. 
shall make it sixteen hfindred.’ 

“Your average yield—I do not mean what 

you gathered, but the product—was fifty 
a per acre. Whatkind of fertilizers 
did y6u use?’ 
“Composted manure. I did not (nor do I 
intend to this year) use one pound of commer- 
cial fertilizer. 1 use with my stabie manure 
German kainit and acid phosphate. On each 
acre I put two bundred pounds of the com- 
post. The result is highly satisfactury.”’ 

“In this plantation how many acres are 
there?"’ 

“Thirty-nine hundred acres, 
tion | have about half. The remainder is 
pasture fields. In Ogiethorpe county, on 
Broad river, I have about 4.000 acres, but that 
is planted mostly in cotton. In fact, I eall 
that my cotton farm.” :

As he spoke of pastures it echoed through 
us, and we straightway said, *‘You devote 
much attention to stock raising?"

“What are your pastures? I mean that, 
is the forage any particalar kind of clover? Is 
it common grass or bermuda?”’ 

“Bermuda. The finest forage in the world. 
On thirty acres of this grass I made one cut- 
ting, which I saved. I made another cutting 
and had it stacked, and the third was almost 
ready for cutting when the freshets of Sep- 
tembercame. They swept away the second 
cutting and the mud ruined the third. But 
from the first cutting there was enough hay 
for seventy head of cattle, I estimated that 
which was swept away at $5 000, quite a nice 
yield from only thirty acres.’’ 

‘You intend, then, to pasture entirely?” 

“Yes. Ii did not go to the trouble of pull- 
ing my fodder last year. I consider the grass 
so much better as a stock food that I did not 
think fodder would pay to pull.”’ 

“In raising stock, Mr. Powell, which* pays 
better, mules or cows?” 

“Mules. Now, take a mare. She can live 
on @ pasture the same asa cow. She will raise 
you a mule colt which, in‘two years you can 
sell for $75 or $125, and at nocost.. A calf 
would, in the same time, be worth about $15 
or $20. 

‘But how about butter and milk?’ 

“Ob, that willdo on a small dairy farm, 
but not on a large scale. [I sell fifty to seven- 
ty-five map of buttera week, butI don’t 
count that anything. 

,“¥on seem to be—notichanging the subject 
—in favor of bermuda grass ?”’ 

‘Yes, sir. I look on it as the farmers’ sal- 
vation. Think of its yield! People hooted 
at me when I spoke of it asa stock feed, They 
said ‘kill it! kill every s alk of it!’ It won't 
yield anything!’ And as for planting it, and 
paying attention to it, the idea seemed pre- 
posterous. Especiaily were the people of 
Oglethorpe thus. But one day I carried my 
mower over there and just to show them, I 
cut from three acres, fifteen thousand pounds 
of hay. They changed their tune, then. 
would be giad if my whole farm was sodded 
in bermuda grass, and | had converted it into 
an immense stock ranche.”’ 

“This grass fatcens?’ 

“Oh, yes. Nothing can be better.’’ 

THE CANAL. 

“T am building a canal,’ said Mr. Powell, 
‘“‘which will drain about sev2n miles of good 
land. Of that land I own four hundred acres, 
and it will be the best soil and the most fer- 
tile on my p'antation. Rose creek, during 
the floods, backs up from the river and over- 
flows for miles. By changing the course of 
the stream so as to strike the river lower 
down I can stop all this, I have already spent 
about a thousand dollars on it, but I hope to 
make this location not only healthier, but 
thatimmediate land very profitable.”’ 

PAYING HIS LABOR.§ 

‘In connection with my farm,’’ said Mr. 
Powell, “I have what I call a commissary 
department. Here I keep anvthing my 
hands may wish. To systemize the work, 
| keep no books, but have here a check 
book. Here is one for five dollars. If a man 
wants anything | give him this check, which, 
you see, has a stub. On the stab, I charge 
him with five dollars. In posting [ make the 
charge and keep right up with his account, 
On this check you notice are ten, five and 
twenty cents each, amounting in all to the 
full face. If he wants five cents worth he 
carries the check to the commissary, gets it, 
a five is punched and the check is given back 
tohim. He keeps that when the last cent is 
used asareference. I keep the stub. He 
can get the money from the commissary if 
he wants it. The saving is in confusion of 
accounts.’’ 

We were driving yet. We had come out of 
the fieids and the reporter sat silent, wrapped 
in thought. 

Words cannot express the mammoth pro- 
portions of this plantation, and yet all works 
like aclock. The products of the farm last 
year amounted to about thirty-five thousand 
dollars, at a cost of about ten thousand. 
Twenty-five thousand dollars clear! 

‘WHAT HE WILL PLANT. 

“How much of the thirty-nine hundred 
acres wil] you plant this year, Mr. Powell,and 
in what?” 

“T shall plant twenty-nine hundred acres. 
Sixteen hundred I have put in small grain; 
eight hundred I will put in cotton, and five 
hundred in corn.” 

This is a gigantic farm. And what a gigan- 
tic profit to itsowners, Yet what Mr. Powell 
does in his great way can be done by our les- 
ser planters. All can growrich. Farming is 
a business investment, and yet as Mr. Powell 
so truthfully said, the bappiest business in 
the world. With an sbandanée of everything 
around him, the broad acres yielding him a 
yearly fortune, he lives happy and contented 
in the love of bis family and his home. The 
business cares of the outside world do not 
rnar the smoothness of bis work, but there he 
is truly ‘‘monarch of ail be surveys.’’ 

Greene county boasts of such men as he. 
Not for his wealth, but for his energy; his 
seizing of opportunitits; his building up of 
those agricultural interests which are bound 
to make Georgia the blessed land of the new 
world. Others should heed some few words 
he has spoken. Success has crowned bis 
efforts. But had he idled, or misapplied, or 
wasted the golden products of a bountiful 
earth, would he have been? ‘To all farmers 
his example isa good one. Those who flour- 
ish may be nerved to continue it; those who 
have been unsuccesstul should heed his plans. 
When the new day dawns, and the tertile 
lands of our state are decked with the green 
herbage of life; when the ‘pastures are-filied 
with horses and sheepand cattle yielding 
profit to the farmer, and the reign of plenty 
has begun, men like Mr. Powell will be 
thanked for the example they bave set.

DAKOTA.

A BIG FARM. 

The Greenesboro Home Journal, turning 
its attention to practical matters, has an arti- 
cle descriptive of the agricuitural enterprises 
of Mr. T. W. Powell, of Greene county, a 
young man who belongs to the new genera- 
tion. Mr. Powell is farming in connection 
with Mr. John Davenport, who is also a young 
man, and, together, they control and plant 
thousands of acres. Last year Mr. Powell 
gathered thirty-six thousand bushels of small 
grain and ten thousand bushels of corn. In 
addition to this, he had four hundred acres in 
smal] grain which he was unable to gather. 
This would have averaged fifty bushels to the 
acre, running his crop up to sixty-six thous- 
and bushels of small grain. 

His _ fertilizers consisted 
composted manure, He did not 
year, nor will he use this year, a single pound 
of commercial fertilizers. He uses with his 
stable manure German kainit and acid phos- 
phate. He uses two hundred pounds of the 
compost to the acre, and finds the result very 


wholly of 
use last 


satisfactory. 

Mr. Powell also engages in stock raising. 
He has seventy head of horses and mules, 
forty brood mares, and about fifty head of 
cattle. He thinks it is more profitable to 
raise mules than cows. A mare can be pas- 
tured the same as acow. A mule colt will in 
two years fetch from $75 to $125, while a calf 
would be worth $15 or $20. These are Mr. 
Powell’s figures; but a Jersey calf would be 
worth more than a mule colt. 

The forage used by Mr. Powel: is bermuda 
grass, the grass which the farmers of middle 
Georgia have regarded as a pest. He regards 
it as the farmer’s salvation. He was advised 
to kill it out, especially in Oglethorpe county; 
where he has a farm; but one day he carried 
his mower over there and cut fifteen thous- 
and pounds of hay from three acres, and then 
his neighbors-opened their eyes. 

In Greene county he has a pasture of thirty 
acres, sodded in bermuda grass. He made 
three cuttings from these thirty acres. The 
first he saved, the freshet swept away the sec- 
ond, and the third was ruined by mud; but 
the first cutting yielded enough hay for 
seventy head of cattle. 

The Powell-Davenport farm is managed by 
business men. Everything is systematized 
The result of this is that of the thirty-five 
thousand dollars made on the farm last year, 
twenty-five thousand dollars is clear profit. 
here isa moralin all this somewhere, and 
we leave the agricultural readers of Tue 
CONSTITUTION to work it out to their own satis 
faction.
